The National Center on Shaken Baby Syndrome has recognized
lowa as a ‘Purple State’ for statewide efforts to prevent Shaken Baby
Syndrome. The lowa Department of Public Health, Prevent Child
Abuse lowa, Early Childhood lowa, Blank Children’s Hospital and
other partners were honored. “It has been a privilege and pleasure
to work with these organizations and professionals in lowa,” said
Program Director Julie Price. “The National Center on Shaken Baby
Syndrome recognizes the diligent work and collaboration it takes to
systematically implement the Period of PURPLE Crying® program in
hospitals, reinforce key messages in the community, create a cultural
change with public education campaigns and sustain a statewide

prevention program.”

“lowa is the fifth state in the nation to use the ‘Purple’ program as a
statewide model to prevent Shaken Baby Syndrome. It's hoped the
success lowa has had will lead to additional states using this model
to prevent these tragic injuries,” said IDPH Director, Dr. Mariannette
Miller-Meeks.

Shaken Baby Syndrome is a term used to describe a collection of
signs and symptoms resulting from the violent shaking or slamming
of an infant or young child. SBS is by far the leading cause of young
child homicides. According to IDPH, 80 percent of lowa birth families
receive the Period of Purple Crying prevention message as they are
discharged from their birthing hospital. The acronym PURPLE is
used to describe specific characteristics of an infant’s crying and to
let parents and caregivers know that what they are experiencing is
simply a phase in their child’s development that will pass.

P - Peak of crying: Your baby may cry more each week; the most
at 2 months, then less at 3-5 months.

U - Unexpected: Crying can come and go and you don’t know why.

R - Resists soothing: Your baby may not stop crying no matter
what you do.

P - Pain-like face: A crying baby may look like they’re in pain, even
though they’re not.

L - Long lasting: Crying can last as much as five hours a day or
more.

E - Evening: Your baby may cry more in the late afternoon and
evening.

The curriculum is designed to teach parents that crying is normal
and provide them with action steps they can follow when their infant
cries, including:

B Carry, comfort, walk and talk with your baby.

m If it's too frustrating it is okay to walk away. Put the baby in a safe

place and take a few minutes to calm yourself; then go back and
check on the baby.

m Never shake or hurt a baby - call for help if you are still frustrated.

As part of the evidence-based PURPLE program, nurses provide
education to parents prior to discharge from the hospital. Parents
are sent home with a DVD and booklet to help them understand the
serious nature of SBS, as well as techniques to prevent it, and are
encouraged to share the materials with anyone who cares for their
baby.

2012 Federal Poverty Guidelines

The U.S. Department of Health and Human Services issues new Federal Poverty Guidelines each
calendar year. These guidelines establish the Federal Poverty Level and serve as one of the indicators
for determining eligibility in a variety of federal and state programs.

Section 673(2) of the Omnibus Budget Reconciliation Act of 1981 (42 U.S.C. 9902(2)) requires the
Secretary of HHS to update the poverty guidelines at least annually, adjusting them on the basis of the
Consumer Price index for All Urban Consumers (CPI-U). New guidelines became effective as of the date
of publication in the Federal Register. For 2012, they were posted in the Federal Register (Volume 77, No.
17) on January 26, 2012.

2012 Childhood Immunization Schedule

The recommended immunization schedules for persons aged 0 through 18 years and the catch-up
immunization schedule have been approved by the Advisory Committee on Immunization Practices, the
American Academy of Pediatrics and the American Academy of Family Physicians.

See page 18-20 of The UPdate to view the following three schedules released by the Centers for Disease
Control and Prevention:

B Recommended Immunization Schedule for Person Aged 0 through 6 Years
B Recommended Immunization Schedule for Person Aged 7 through 18 Years

B Catch-up Immunization Schedule for Persons Aged 4 Months through 18 Years Who Start Late or
Who Are More Than 1 Month Behind

Changes in the immunization schedules for 2012 include:

m An update on the age 0 through 6 year schedule was made to extend the Quadrivalent
meningococcal conjugate vaccine (MCV4) purple bar to reflect licensure of MCV4-D (Menactra) use
in children as young as age 9 months.

m An update on the age 0 through 6 year schedule was made to change wording in the hepatitis A
(HepA) vaccine yellow bar. Wording now states, “Dose 1.” A new yellow and purple bar has been
added to reflect HepA vaccine recommendations for children aged 2 years and older.

B Guidance is provided for administration of hepatitis B (HepB) vaccine in infants with birth weights
<2,000 grams and >2,000 grams. Clarification is provided for doses after administration of the birth
dose of HepV vaccine.

B Rotavirus (RV) vaccine footnotes have been condensed.

B Haemophilus influenzae type b (Hib) conjugate vaccine footnotes have been condensed, and use of
Hiberix for the booster (final) dose has been clarified. Guidance for use of Hib vaccine in persons
aged 5 years and older in the catch-up schedule has been updated.

B Pneumococcal vaccine footnotes have been condensed.

B HepA vaccine footnotes have been updated to clarify that the second dose of HepA vaccine should be
administered 6-18 months after dose 1.

B MCV4 footnotes have been updated to reflect recent recommendations published in MMWR.

B Influenza vaccine footnotes have been updated to provide guidance on live, attenuated influenza
vaccine (LAIV) contraindications.

B The age 7 through 18 year schedule has been updated to include number of doses for each vaccine.
Information regarding the recommended age (16 years) for the booster dose of MCV4 has been
added.

B Tdap vaccine recommendations for children aged 7 through 10 years have been updated.

B Human papillomavirus (HPV) vaccine footnotes have been updated to include routine
recommendations for vaccination of males.

Varicella (VAR) vaccine footnotes have been condensed.

B |nactivated poliovirus vaccine (IPV) footnotes have been updated to include upper age limit for routine
vaccination. IPV footnotes in the catch-up schedule have been condensed, and relevant wording was
added.

B |n the catch-up immunization schedule, HepA vaccine and HepB vaccine footnotes have been
removed. Relevant wording has been added.

B MCV4 vaccine has been added to the catch-up schedule along with corresponding footnotes.

The MMWR containing the schedule was published on February 9, 2012.

The National Childhood Vaccine Injury Act requires that health care providers provide parents or patients
with copies of Vaccine Information Statements before administering each dose of the vaccines listed in the
schedules. Additional information is available from state health departments and from the CDC at
www.cdc.gov/vaccines/pubs/vis/default.htm.

IME Informational Letter #1096: Exclusion from Participation in Federal

Health Care Programs

The lowa Medicaid Enterprise has released Informational Letter #1096 which provides an annual reminder
of the federal rules and enforcement provisions related to providers who are excluded from the Medicaid
program. Medicaid providers are required to check the Medicaid program exclusion status of entities

prior to entering into employment or contractual relationships. IME advises that this review be conducted
monthly to capture exclusions and reinstatements that may have occurred since your last search.

To determine whether an individual or entity is excluded, search the HHS-OIG website at
http://exclusions.oig.hhs.gov. You may search by the name of any individual or entity. The Excluded
Parties List System at www.epls.gov provides an additional listing of parties excluded from any federal
payment. It is recommended that this listing be checked as well.

Any entity employing or contracting with an excluded individual that submits a claim for reimbursement

to a federal health care program may be subject to civil financial penalties and other damages for each

service furnished during the period that the person or entity was excluded. (See section 1128A(a)(1)(D)
of the Social Security Act.) Claims paid by the Medicaid program for services rendered by an excluded

individual or entity could be subject to repayment.

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION:
Background

Section 673(2) of the Omnibus Budget
Reconciliation Act (OBRA) of 1981 (42
U.S.C. 9902(2)) requires the Secretary of
the Department of Health and Human
Services to update the poverty
guidelines at least annually, adjusting
them on the basis of the Consumer Price
Index for All Urban Consumers (CPI-U).
The poverty guidelines are used as an
eligibility criterion by the Community
Services Block Grant program and a
number of other Federal programs. The
poverty guidelines issued here are a
simplified version of the poverty
thresholds that the Census Bureau uses
to prepare its estimates of the number of
individuals and families in poverty.

As required by law, this update is
accomplished by increasing the latest
published Census Bureau poverty
thresholds by the relevant percentage
change in the Consumer Price Index for
All Urban Consumers (CPI-U). The
guidelines in this 2012 notice reflect the
3.2 percent price increase between
calendar years 2010 and 2011. After this
inflation adjustment, the guidelines are
rounded and adjusted to standardize the
differences between family sizes. The
same calculation procedure was used
this year as in previous years. (Note that
these 2012 guidelines are roughly equal
to the poverty thresholds for calendar
year 2011 which the Census Bureau
expects to publish in final form in
September 2012.)

The poverty guidelines continue to be
derived from the Census Bureau’s
current official poverty thresholds; they
are not derived from the Census
Bureau’s new Supplemental Poverty
Measure (SPM).

The following guideline figures
represent annual income.

Separate poverty guideline figures for
Alaska and Hawaii reflect Office of
Economic Opportunity administrative
practice beginning in the 1966—-1970
period. (Note that the Census Bureau
poverty thresholds—the version of the
poverty measure used for statistical
purposes—have never had separate
figures for Alaska and Hawaii.) The
poverty guidelines are not defined for
Puerto Rico or other outlying
jurisdictions. In cases in which a
Federal program using the poverty
guidelines serves any of those
jurisdictions, the Federal office that

administers the program is generally
responsible for deciding whether to use
the contiguous-states-and-DC guidelines
for those jurisdictions or to follow some
other procedure.

Due to confusing legislative language
dating back to 1972, the poverty
guidelines sometimes have been
mistakenly referred to as the “OMB”’
(Office of Management and Budget)
poverty guidelines or poverty line. In
fact, OMB has never issued the
guidelines; the guidelines are issued
each year by the Department of Health
and Human Services. The poverty
guidelines may be formally referenced
as “the poverty guidelines updated
periodically in the Federal Register by
the U.S. Department of Health and
Human Services under the authority of
42 U.S.C. 9902(2).”

Some federal programs use a
percentage multiple of the guidelines
(for example, 125 percent or 185 percent
of the guidelines), as noted in relevant
authorizing legislation or program
regulations. Non-Federal organizations
that use the poverty guidelines under
their own authority in non-Federally-
funded activities also may choose to use
a percentage multiple of the guidelines.

The poverty guidelines do not make a
distinction between farm and non-farm
families, or between aged and non-aged
units. (Only the Census Bureau poverty
thresholds have separate figures for aged
and non-aged one-person and two-
person units.)

Note that this notice does not provide
definitions of such terms as ““‘income” or
“family,” because there is considerable
variation in defining these terms among
the different programs that use the
guidelines. These variations are
traceable to the different laws and
regulations that govern the various
programs. This means that questions
such as “Is income counted before or
after taxes?”, “‘Should a particular type
of income be counted?”, and “Should a
particular person be counted as a
member of the family/household?” are
actually questions about how a specific
program applies the poverty guidelines.
All such questions about how a specific
program applies the guidelines should
be directed to the entity that administers
or funds the program, since that entity
has the responsibility for defining such
terms as “income” or “family,” to the
extent that these terms are not already
defined for the program in legislation or
regulations.

Hepatitis B (HepB) vaccine. (Minimum age: birth) 7.

At birth:

» Administer monovalent HepB vaccine to all newborns before hospital

discharge.

For infants born to hepatitis B surface antigen (HBsAg)—positive mothers,

administer HepB vaccine and 0.5 mL of hepatitis B immune globulin (HBIG)

within 12 hours of birth. These infants should be tested for HBsAg and antibody
to HBsAg (anti-HBs) 1 to 2 months after receiving the last dose of the series.

If mother’s HBsAg status is unknown, within 12 hours of birth administer

HepB vaccine for infants weighing 22,000 grams, and HepB vaccine plus

HBIG for infants weighing <2,000 grams. Determine mother’s HBsAg status

as soon as possible and, if she is HBsAg-positive, administer HBIG for

infants weighing 2,000 grams (no later than age 1 week).

Doses after the birth dose:

» The second dose should be administered at age 1 to 2 months. Monovalent

HepB vaccine should be used for doses administered before age 6 weeks.

Administration of a total of 4 doses of HepB vaccine is permissible whena g,

combination vaccine containing HepB is administered after the birth dose.

Infants who did not receive a birth dose should receive 3 doses of a HepB-

containing vaccine starting as soon as feasible (Figure 3).

* The minimum interval between dose 1 and dose 2 is 4 weeks, and between
dose 2 and 3 is 8 weeks. The final (third or fourth) dose in the HepB vaccine
series should be administered no earlier than age 24 weeks and at least 16
weeks after the first dose.

Rotavirus (RV) vaccines. (Minimum age: 6 weeks for both RV-1 [Rotarix] and

RV-5 [Rota Teq])

» The maximum age for the first dose in the series is 14 weeks, 6 days; and
8 months, 0 days for the final dose in the series. Vaccination should not be
initiated for infants aged 15 weeks, 0 days or older.

* If RV-1 (Rotarix) is administered at ages 2 and 4 months, a dose at 6 months 1.

is not indicated.

Diphtheria and tetanus toxoids and acellular pertussis (DTaP) vaccine.

(Minimum age: 6 weeks)

» The fourth dose may be administered as early as age 12 months, provided at
least 6 months have elapsed since the third dose.

Haemophilus influenzae type b (Hib) conjugate vaccine. (Minimum age: 6 weeks)

* |f PRP-OMP (PedvaxHIB or Comvax [HepB-Hib]) is administered at ages 2
and 4 months, a dose at age 6 months is not indicated.

+ Hiberix should only be used for the booster (final) dose in children aged 12
months through 4 years.

Pneumococcal vaccines. (Minimum age: 6 weeks for pneumococcal conjugate

vaccine [PCV]; 2 years for pneumococcal polysaccharide vaccine [PPSV])

» Administer 1 dose of PCV to all healthy children aged 24 through 59 months

who are not completely vaccinated for their age.

For children who have received an age-appropriate series of 7-valent

PCV (PCV7), a single supplemental dose of 13-valent PCV (PCV13) is

recommended for:

— All children aged 14 through 59 months

— Children aged 60 through 71 months with underlying medical conditions.

« Administer PPSV at least 8 weeks after last dose of PCV to children aged 2
years or older with certain underlying medical conditions, including a cochlear
implant. See MMWR 2010:59(No. RR-11), available at http://www.cdc.gov/
mmwr/pdf/rr/rr5911.pdf.

Inactivated poliovirus vaccine (IPV). (Minimum age: 6 weeks)

* If 4 or more doses are administered before age 4 years, an additional dose
should be administered at age 4 through 6 years.

+ The final dose in the series should be administered on or after the fourth
birthday and at least 6 months after the previous dose.

Influenza vaccines. (Minimum age: 6 months for trivalent inactivated influenza

vaccine [TIV]; 2 years for live, attenuated influenza vaccine [LAIV])

» For most healthy children aged 2 years and older, either LAIV or TIV may be

used. However, LAIV should not be administered to some children, including

1) children with asthma, 2) children 2 through 4 years who had wheezing in

the past 12 months, or 3) children who have any other underlying medical

conditions that predispose them to influenza complications. For all other
contraindications to use of LAIV, see MMWR 2010;59(No. RR-8), available at
http://www.cdc.gov/mmwr/pdf/rr/rr5908.pdf.

For children aged 6 months through 8 years:

— For the 2011-12 season, administer 2 doses (separated by at least

4 weeks) to those who did not receive at least 1 dose of the 201011
vaccine. Those who received at least 1 dose of the 2010-11 vaccine
require 1 dose for the 2011-12 season.

— For the 2012—13 season, follow dosing guidelines in the 2012 ACIP

influenza vaccine recommendations.

Measles, mumps, and rubella (MMR) vaccine. (Minimum age: 12 months)

» The second dose may be administered before age 4 years, provided at least
4 weeks have elapsed since the first dose.

» Administer MMR vaccine to infants aged 6 through 11 months who are
traveling internationally. These children should be revaccinated with 2 doses
of MMR vaccine, the first at ages 12 through 15 months and at least 4 weeks
after the previous dose, and the second at ages 4 through 6 years.

Varicella (VAR) vaccine. (Minimum age: 12 months)

» The second dose may be administered before age 4 years, provided at least
3 months have elapsed since the first dose.

» For children aged 12 months through 12 years, the recommended minimum
interval between doses is 3 months. However, if the second dose was
administered at least 4 weeks after the first dose, it can be accepted as valid.

Hepatitis A (HepA) vaccine. (Minimum age: 12 months)

» Administer the second (final) dose 6 to18 months after the first.

» Unvaccinated children 24 months and older at high risk should be
vaccinated. See MMWR 2006;55(No. RR-7), available at http://www.cdc.gov/
mmwr/pdf/rr/rr5507 .pdf.

» A 2-dose HepA vaccine series is recommended for anyone aged 24 months
and older, previously unvaccinated, for whom immunity against hepatitis A
virus infection is desired.

Meningococcal conjugate vaccines, quadrivalent (MCV4). (Minimum age: 9

months for Menactra [MCV4-D], 2 years for Menveo [MCV4-CRM])

» For children aged 9 through 23 months 1) with persistent complement
component deficiency; 2) who are residents of or travelers to countries with
hyperendemic or epidemic disease; or 3) who are present during outbreaks
caused by a vaccine serogroup, administer 2 primary doses of MCV4-D,
ideally at ages 9 months and 12 months or at least 8 weeks apart.

» For children aged 24 months and older with 1) persistent complement
component deficiency who have not been previously vaccinated; or 2)
anatomic/functional asplenia, administer 2 primary doses of either MCV4 at
least 8 weeks apart.

+ For children with anatomic/functional asplenia, if MCV4-D (Menactra) is
used, administer at a minimum age of 2 years and at least 4 weeks after
completion of all PCV oses.

» For most healthy, nonpregnant persons, either LAIV or TIV may be used,
except LAIV should not be used for some persons, including those with
asthma or any other underlying medical conditions that predispose them
to influenza complications. For all other contraindications to use of LAIV,
see MMWR 2010;59(No.RR-8), available at http://www.cdc.gov/mmwr/
pdf/rr/rr5908.pdf.

» Administer 1 dose to persons aged 9 years and older.

« For children aged 6 months through 8 years:

— For the 2011-12 season, administer 2 doses (separated by at least
4 weeks) to those who did not receive at least 1 dose of the 2010—
11 vaccine. Those who received at least 1 dose of the 2010-11
vaccine require 1 dose for the 2011-12 season.

— For the 2012-13 season, follow dosing guidelines in the 2012 ACIP
influenza vaccine recommendations.

Pneumococcal vaccines (pneumococcal conjugate vaccine [PCV] and

pneumococcal polysaccharide vaccine [PPSV]).

» Asingle dose of PCV may be administered to children aged 6 through
18 years who have anatomic/functional asplenia, HIV infection or other
immunocompromising condition, cochlear implant, or cerebral spinal fluid
leak. See MMWR 2010:59(No. RR-11), available at http://www.cdc.gov/
mmwr/pdf/rr/rr5911.pdf.

» Administer PPSV at least 8 weeks after the last dose of PCV to children
aged 2 years or older with certain underlying medical conditions,
including a cochlear implant. A single revaccination should be
administered after 5 years to children with anatomic/functional asplenia or
an immunocompromising condition.

Hepatitis A (HepA) vaccine.

* HepA vaccine is recommended for children older than 23 months who
live in areas where vaccination programs target older children, who are at
increased risk for infection, or for whom immunity against hepatitis A virus
infection is desired. See MMWR 2006;55(No. RR-7), available at http:/
www.cdc.gov/mmwr/pdf/rr/rr5507.pdf.

» Administer 2 doses at least 6 months apart to unvaccinated persons.

Hepatitis B (HepB) vaccine.

» Administer the 3-dose series to those not previously vaccinated.

» For those with incomplete vaccination, follow the catch-up
recommendations (Figure 3).

* A2-dose series (doses separated by at least 4 months) of adult
formulation Recombivax HB is licensed for use in children aged 11
through 15 years.

Inactivated poliovirus vaccine (IPV).

» The final dose in the series should be administered at least 6 months

after the previous dose.

If both OPV and IPV were administered as part of a series, a total of 4

doses should be administered, regardless of the child’s current age.

* IPV is not routinely recommended for U.S. residents aged18 years or
older.

Measles, mumps, and rubella (MMR) vaccine.

» The minimum interval between the 2 doses of MMR vaccine is 4 weeks.

Varicella (VAR) vaccine.

» For persons without evidence of immunity (see MMWR 2007;56[No. RR-
4], available at http://www.cdc.gov/mmwr/pdf/rr/rr5604.pdf), administer 2
doses if not previously vaccinated or the second dose if only 1 dose has
been administered.

» For persons aged 7 through 12 years, the recommended minimum interval
between doses is 3 months. However, if the second dose was administered
at least 4 weeks after the first dose, it can be accepted as valid.

» For persons aged 13 years and older, the minimum interval between
doses is 4 weeks.

RE: Exclusion from Participation in Federal Health Care Programs

***Reminder for all Medicaid Providers***

There are federal rules and enforcement provisions related to providers who are excluded
from participation in the Medicaid program. These rules and the penalties are associated with
either being or employing excluded individuals as described in the Department of Health and
Human Services Office of Inspector General (HHS-OIG) document: Special Advisory Bulletin:
The Effect of Exclusion From Participation in Federal Health Care Programs. This is available
at: http://oig.hhs.gov/fraud/docs/alertsandbulletins/effected.htm. Additional guidance from
CMS was communicated on January 16, 2009 in a State Medicaid Director Letter (SMDL
#09-001) http://www.cms.hhs.gov/SMDL/downloads/SMD011609.pdf.

The penalty of non-compliance is described in the HHS-OIG bulletin. This memorandum
serves as an annual reminder to all lowa Medicaid providers of these rules and that all
Medicaid providers must be in full compliance.

Providers and contracting entities are required to check the program exclusion status of
individuals and entities prior to entering into employment or contractual relationships. To
determine whether an individual or entity is excluded search the HHS-OIG website at:
http://exclusions.oig.hhs.gov/. An excluded individual or an entity employing or contracting
with an excluded individual that submits a claim for reimbursement to a federal health care
program, or causes such a claim to be submitted, may be subject to civil money penalties
and other damages for each item or service furnished during the period that the person or
entity was excluded (section 1128A(a)(1)(D) of the Social Security Act).

Providers should search the HHS-OIG website monthly to capture exclusions and
reinstatements that have occurred since the last search. Claims paid by the Medicaid
program for services rendered by an excluded individual or entity could be subject to
repayment. Providers can search the HHS-OIG website by the name of any individual or
entity. An additional listing of parties excluded from any federal payment is the Excluded
Parties List System (EPLS) at https://www.epls.gov/. It is recommended that this listing be
checked as well.

In order to enroll and as a condition of re-enrollment in the lowa Medicaid program, providers
must accept the lowa Medicaid Provider Agreement (470-2965), which includes a
requirement to report any exclusion information to lowa Medicaid within 5 days of knowledge
of any findings.
